It is difficult in general even to ap- 
proximate to the loss of human life in 
great wars. According to the statis- 
tics of the battlefield in Europe and 
Asia the Turks had 150,000 men 
killed of wounded in the twofseats of 
war in Europe and Asia. Probably 
the missing are included in this esti- 
mate. How the conclusion was ar- 
rived at is not stated, but the Rus- 
sians are said to have a heavier loss 
than their antagonists. The Invalide 
Russe says that over ten million cart- 
ridges were fired by the Czar’s troops 
from first to last. Therefore the pro- 
portion of hits to shots fired would be 
only one in every seventy-six, This 
may seem a very small number, but in 
1870 the Prussians only brought 
down one French soldier tor every 179 
cartridges exploded. At the terrible 
conflict of Worth there was one hit 
out of every 147 shots fired, and at 
Columby-Neuilly one of the enemy 
wos struck by 114 cartridges. In the 
five greatest battles of 1870, including 
Sedan, the Germans fired off nearly 
seven million cartridges, or within 
nearly a third of what the Russians 
expended during the whole of their 
late campaign against the Turks. 
Either the Russian soldier is more 
economical of his ammunition than 
the German or his weapon can not be 
fired so quickly as the rifle used 
against the French. Doubtless many 
were slain by artillery fire, but this 
would probably be the same in both 
wars. Civilians usually find it diffi- 
cult to believe that, considering the 
number of shots fired in battle, the 
mortality is so small. Their military 
friends, however, can assure them of 
the fact.
